G.S.R. 1295. —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, being 
satisfied that It Is necessary In the public Interest so to do, hereby makes the 
following amendment in the notification of the Government of India In the Ministry 
of Finance (Department of Revenue) No, 126-Customs dated the 20th August, 1965, 
namely:— 

In the said notification, for the portion beginning with the words "hereby 
exempts electrolytic aluminium rods” and ending with the words and figures “as 
is In excess of 25 per cent ad valorem", the following shall be substituted, 
namely 

"hereby exempts the Roods specified in column (2) of the Table below 
when Imported Into India for the manufacture of aluminium conduc¬ 
tors steel re-lnforced, or hard-drawn stranded aluminium conductors 
for overhead power transmission purposes, from so much of that
